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HOW  TO  USE  THIS  BOOK 


1.  In  ike  Sunday  School — 

There  is  very  little  time  to  teach  the  Bible  when  we 
consider  the  shortness  of  the  Sunday-school  period — 
just  one  hour  a  week.  Too  frequently  the  great  funda- 
mental doctrines  of  the  Scriptures  are  not  presented 
there.  Call  the  intermediate  or  senior  classes  together 
during  the  week,  or  get  them  to  come  fifteen  minutes 
earlier  Sunday  morning,  and  go  through  this  book 
of  questions  with  them. 

The  Superintendent  might  use  these  lessons  in  the 
general  service  of  the  school  as  a  part  of  his  desk  work, 
thus  insuring  that  his  school  gets  these  vital  facts. 

Teachers  who  are  not  well  grounded  in  the  funda- 
mentals will  find  this  course  of  study  good  as  a  prepara- 
tory course  to  the  standard  teacher-training  course. 

In  social  gatherings  of  the  Sunday  school  the  search 
questions,  Bible  spelling,  and  other  parts  of  the  book 
will  add  to  the  zest  and  interest.  Just  the  thing  for  a 
spelldown  or  Bible  games.

Most  of  the  Bible  is  history.  To  know  Bible  history, 
therefore,  is  to  have  an  intimate  acquaintance  with  most 
of  the  facts  of  revelation. 

The  outline  followed  is  not  an  arbitrary  one,  but  the 
natural  divisions  of  the  Bible  are  taken  into  considera- 
tion.

The  trials  and  triumphs  of  the  church  through  the  ages 
are  a  source  of  inspiration  to  all  Christians.  Early  church 
history  is  revealed  to  us  in  Scripture,  and  later  church 
history  is  necessary  to  a  knowledge  of  Bible  prophecy 
and  fulfillment.  Hence,  a  drill  on  this  subject  is  essential 
to  an  understanding  of  Scripture.
